The Dixon precinct then 
inclu ded the present towns of Dixon, 
Nelson, and parti of Nachqsa and Sou th 
Dixon. The vote in this cou nty, ou the 
legislative tick et w hs two hu ndred and 
six for the Democratic and two hu ndred 
and tifty-fivc for the Whig candidates. 
We have been u nder the impression that 
Lee cou nty was decidedly Democratic in 
those early days, bu t this election does 
not so indicate. 
The representatives 
elected were Thomas Dru mmond and 
and Hiram W. Thornton. 
The senator 
George W. Harrison, held over, having 
been elected iu 18 8 8 . He was again elect­ 
ed in 18 42, that time from a district form­ 
ed by Jo Daviess, Carroll acd Stepenson 
cou nties.

An Old South Sea T rader’s Account — 
Settlers and Nativ es. 
Fin 9ch Hav en is an op en anchorage, but 
could bo made a good harbor a t considerable 
exp ense. 
The settlement consists of six 
lier mans and fourteen Malays, who are lo­ 
cated on a small island in tho bay, con­ 
nected by a main road with the mainland. 
The settlers are forming p lantations on the 
mainland, but as yet only yams, corn, and 
other things are p lanted to sup p ly p resent 
necessities. 
Only a few acres are as yet 
div ested of timber. 
The soil is sp lendid, 
and the land is high and not densely 
Wooded. 
A water sup p ly is obtained from 
a large riv er about a mile to tho north­ 
ward. 
• 
The nativ es are numerous, and ap p ear to 
be not on the best terms with tho Germans, 
who hav e erocted four sentry boxes on the 
island, which are occup ied by sentries ev ery 
night 
This p recaution is found to lie neces­ 
sary in consequence of an attem p t hav ing 
been made recently by the nativ es to sur­ 
round and massacre the settlers. 
The 
steamer Hamoa arriv ed in the harbor just 
as tho attem p t was about to be carried out 
The nativ es were driv en away, and now 
are not allowed to come near the island. 
All trade with them has been susp ended for 
three months. 
No force was, howev er, 
used. 
A fter a stay of fiv e days at Finsch 
Hav en, the Trugamni steamed along the 
northwest coast about 250 miles to Bamoa 
Hav en. 
The scenery along the coast is 
most beautiful, surp assing anything in the 
south seas. 
The coast line is high, and v es­ 
sels can steam close alongside, the water be­ 
ing deep and free from imp ediments to nav i­ 
gation. 
No riv er or creek was seen for the 
whole of this distança Sev eral islands were 
p assed, all densely inhabited, the land be- 
} ing all cleared and studded with houses, 
built 
in 
regular New Guinea 
fashion. 
P otion s of 
the 
mainland 
are densely 
wooded, other p ortions being cov ered with 
a luxuriant growth of grass. 
There were 
ap p arently a great uu.nber 
of nativ es 
ashore. 
Samoa Hav en is a lar better harbor than 
Finscb Hav en, but will require a large ex­ 
p enditure to mak e it a good p ort. 
The na­ 
tiv es aro v ery friendly. 
They follow agri­ 
cultural p ursuits, and hav e well-cultiv ated 
gardens. 
The German settlement is on an 
island, the only means of communication 
being by boats. 
The settlors, who number 
fifty Germans only, are occup ied in clearing 
this island, which is about half a mile long 
and a quarter of & mile wide, with the ob­ 
ject of iorming a township thereon. 
Their 
efforts hav e not yet been directed to the 
mainland excep t in tho way of trade, and 
not much of this has been done excep t in 
tobacco leaf, of which the nativ es grow a 
great quantity, tak ing in exchange p ieces of 
oldt hoop iron, which ap p ear to be their 
only requirement. 
The occup ants of the 
settlement were healthy and hap p y, 
ih t 
climate at the settlements, although war;n 
is v ery healthy, and the p ioneers sp eak well 
of it. 
The p rosp ect» are exceedingly bright, 
and there is ev ery p robability of agricul 
turists reap ing a rich reward. 
The great 
drawback is the want of harbors, which car. 
only be ov ercome by an enormous outlay.

Most oi' the funds ho has tak en hav e been 
up on notes made iu v arious namos and for 
v arious amounts.

THE ARIZONA SHEPHERD. 


A LIFE W HICH PRESEN TS BUT FEW 
ATTRACTIVE FEATURES. 


No Great] Manual Labo r and Still Lea» 
Mental Ex ertio n—Camp and Co o king 
Utensile—Preparing the Mo deat Ev en­ 
ing M eal—A N ight’s Lo dging. 


If the ancients deemed this life one of the 
happiest tha t m an could engage in merely 
because it involves no great m anual labor 
and still less mental, I most heartily agree 
tpith them , for I can im agine no lifo, unless 
It be tha t of the professional idler, tha t re* 
qtlires less of these ingredients than tha t of 
the sheep* herder. 
There m ay be one or two 
months in the y ear when he is compelled to 
make a pretense of exerting himself, but 
during the rem aining ten months his life 
work is to w ander lazily up and down 
through the woods, kicking small stones out 
of his pathw ay and whistling till the very 
trees around him groan. His only care is to 
see that the flock does not w ander too far 
from the camp and tha t no w ay w ard sheep 
•tra fa from the m ain band. 
It gives him 
no particular trouble to keep them a t a 
reasonable distance from the place of ren­ 
dezvous, and should any black sheep tweome 
so perverse as to attem pt to sever all con­ 
nections w ith bis fellows, and to w ander out 
into the wicked world all by himself, a mere 
‘‘shoo, there,” and a stone well Aimed quickly 
strikes terror into his rebellious heart, and 
causes him to seek once more the society 
from which he sought to separate himself. 
This, then, constitutes for the greater part 
of the y ear w hat the sheep-herder is pleaacwl 
to call his daily labor. 
Hut his labors do 
not cease with the day , for when darkness 
approaches be returns, not to the “bosom of 
his fam ily ,” but to his lonely and uninvit­ 
ing camp, wnere he prepare» his frugal 
meals, au-J indulges in the “balm y .” to use a 
favorite expression 
of 
the 
poetic 
Mr. 
Kwiveller. 
The cam p usually consists of a small tent, 
in which are stored the scanty provisions 
and the nocessary cooking utensils, 
before 
the tent a few sapling pine trees, if they can 
lie readily obtained, are arranged in such n 
m anner as to form a small ioclosure, and 
Vithin this inclosure a blazing fire of pine 
ogs, which answers the triple purpoej of 
heating stove, cooking stove, and lamp, is 
kept burning during the lonely hours of the 
long w inter evenings, and its lam bent flames 
light up the forest far and wide with a sort 
of spectral glow. 
A MEAL AND NIGHT’S 
LODGING. 
Upon reaching cam p the herder's first 
.» re is to prepare his modest evening meal. 
W ith this and in view he melts a quantity 
of snow in a tin kettle, thus obtaining suffi­ 
cient w ater w ith which to m ake bread and 
coffee. 
The bread is baked in a sort of iron 
oven, having a closely fitting iron cover. 
This oven, in which the dough is plaoed, is 
covered w ith glowing coals, and in a very 
tew moments a well-baked, but extrem ely 
untem pting loaf, is turned o u t 
The bread 
and coffee being in readiness, ¿the would-be 
cook applies himself to the cooking of meat, 
which 
except on state occasions, m utton 
The m eat is c a t into large pieces and placed 
in a fry ing pan over the coals, where it is 
allowed to rem ain until the external portions 
a t least have become browned. 
I t m atters 
very little w hether the interior be cooked or 
n o t 
To such a repast, w ith the possible addi­ 
tion of a few potatoes, onions, e r beans, the 
sheep-herder diligently applies himself each 
m orning and evening of the g reater pa rt of 
the y ear. 
His table is the bare ground, bis 
table-cloth—such an article is u tterly un­ 
known. 
He usually eats from the dishes in 
which the food has been cooked, and, though 
knives and forks m ay alw ay s be found in 
the camp, he prefers his fingers, acting on 
the principle tha t “fingers 
were 
made 
before forks.” 
A fter this barbarous rite is 
concluded, he is a t liberty to indulge in his 
favorite pastim e of whistling, or, if he be a 
Mexican, in brushing his teeth w ith an in­ 
strum ent which he calls a “harp,” but which 
unm usical circles is generally designated as 
thè “ villainous m outh-organ,” until he feels 
disposed to re tira 
This is a very simple 
operation, and does not require m uch prepa­ 
ra tio n 
Two or three sheep skins that serve 
as m attress are placed on the ground, and a 
few blanket* are placed over these, which 
w ith a coat for a pillow, m ake up the roy al 
couch. Divesting himself of no other articles 
of apparel except his coat and boots, the 
herder wrape himself in his blankets, and is 
all prepared to receive the god of , sleep 
whenever his m ajesty m ay be pleased to ap­ 
pear. 
He steeps in blissful unconsciousness 
o f ail around until the new-born light tells 
him that another day has begun. 
Then, 
casting his blankets aside and draw ing on 
his boots and coat, he im m ediately proceeds 
to prepare breakfast, which is essentially 
the same as the meal of the previous even­ 
ing. 
This being finished, he drives his 
bleating flocks to their pasture, and" per­ 
form s the same round of duties as on the 
preceding day .—M. J . Elordan in Chicago 
Timea 


SAID TO BE TH E MOST EFFICIENT 
FORCE IN TH E WORLD. 


Cro flTut W rites Co ncerning Their Vigi­ 
lance and Effectiv eness—Uno sual Lib­ 
erty o f A ctio n—A Liberal Interpreta­ 
tio n o f Law* 


Perhaps it has never occurred to the 
reader tha t New York is the beet policed 
city of its size in the world. 
Yes, our po 
lice are larger and finer-looking men, better 
dreesed and better m annered, better paid 
and m ore vigilant than the protector» of 
any other of the capitals of civilization. 
It 
m ay not be generally known tha t our police 
have unusual liberty of action; much more 
liberty than the London police—more, even, 
than the gens d ’arm es of P aria 
In the ef­ 
fete despotism of H. M. Queen Victoria, the 
police do not dare to lay a hand on a man 
unless he is violating the law. In New York 
men are frequently nabbed and m arched off 
to the station house when guilty of no of­ 
fense, merely because they have been known 
to have been law-breakers and persons of 
bad character. 
W ell-known thieves and burglars march 
defiantly past the guardians of the law in 
London, conscious tha t their persons are 
“sacred” unless they are caught in the very 
act of ply ing their vicious calling. 
A hun­ 
dred pickpockets m ay rush through the 
crowds of H y de park or jostle the throngs 
a t the Derby races and the police are help­ 
less unlsws they catch them in the very act 
of picking pocketa 
A howling mob of 50,- 
0J0 m ay gather with riotous and destructive 
purposes—in fact, just such a mob did 
gather last fall in T rafalgar square and 
threaten to sack B irm ingham palace, and 
the police merely stood around and wdited 
for the overt act—waited for them to upset 
the m onument, tear down a fence or attack 
th * palace wiudowa 
| |T be New York policeman is not forbear­ 
ing. 
He feels that his business is to keep 
the peace, and that he is a crow between a 
patrolm an and a supreme judga 
Ho cau, 
and does, arrest on suspicion and a t pleasure. 
In the tim - of turbulence he keeps people 
moving; if three men are talking together 
ho orders them to separate and go about 
thofr 
business; 
it one is loitering 
un­ 
necessarily he makes him hurry up or go to 
the station-house 
If men or women who 
are too notorious enter places of amusement, 
a policeman is very likely to order them to 
get out or l» e locked up, coupon or no 
coupon. 
AN “ ABUSE OF A U TH ORITY.” 
W hen George W. W alling was superin­ 
tendent—and our police never had a more 
efficient head—-he sometimes m ade broad his 
phy lacteries in the m aintenance of justice 
On every holiday , and in the presence of 
all processions, he would issue a blanket or­ 
der: 
“A rrest all known pickpockets on the 
street to-day and take them in!” There was 
a good deal of grum bling;and law y ers were 
hired to prevent such an “abuse of author­ 
ity ,” but the courts interpreted the law lib­ 
erally , and the order was supported, and it 
is enforced to this day . 
This accounts in great part for the or­ 
derly character of our election nights and 
our great public gatherings. W hen Mathew 
Arnold was here, be was taken out to see 
the crowds on eloction night. 
W ith some 
trepidation, he took the ladies of tho party , 
“|hough, bless y ou! such a thing w ouldn't 
be heard of in Ixmdon!”* |H is guide, H enry 
Hergh, took the party down to Chatham 
square, on the elevated road. 
There they 
got off, not knowing where they were, and 
looked around 
“Oh, y es!” broke out Dr. Arnold, “this is 
all very well in this aristocratic part of the 
city , but it would be different if we were to 
go to some of the noisy centers of y our pop­ 
ulation, 
where the 
tatterdem alions and 
roughs hold carnival!” 
The prince of Wales and 
Duke of New­ 
castle expressed their astonishm ent a t the 
ease with which New Y ork police con­ 
trolled the disorderly ; while a t the recep­ 
tion of the prince and prlnoees in London, 
the mob overpowered the police, seven per­ 
sons were killed and hundreds wounded. 
A t the exhibition of the G reat Eastern in 
England, pickpockets swarm ed all over the 
ship, and thousands of pounds were stolen. 
A t the exhibition of the same vessel here, 
she was visited by 100,000 people, only six 
police were on duty , and .ho t a dime is 
known to have been stolen. 
The New Y ork 
policeman believes in the g reat value of an 
ounce of prevention. — Croffut's L etter in 
K ansas City Journal.

Oh, I tell y ou 
those involuntary pray ers are the one ty ra n ­ 
nical survival of barbarism tha t disfigures 
the otherwise fair and pleasing aspect of 
the nineteenth century . 
They have got 
to go.”—New York Sun.
